and 

(7) Provide flexibility so that any county may establish a 
county morgue when it serves the public interest.

members of a county legislative authority; and one patholo- 
gist who is currently in private practice; and two members of 
a city legislative authority.

If at any time any 
regular meeting falls on a holiday, such meeting shall be held 
at the direction of the chair.

(2) Seven members of the council shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business. 


(3) All meetings of the council shall be open to the public 
pursuant to chapter 42.30 RCW Open Public Meetings Act.

(4) "Unanticipated" shall mean an event having a dis- 
proportionate fiscal impact, relative to the local jurisdiction's 
death investigation budget and which cannot be reasonably 
foreseen in the normal budget process.

(2) Funding assistance shall be limited to supplementa- 
tions of the death investigation budget of a local jurisdiction. 

(3) Funding assistance shall not be used to supplant mon- 
ies reasonably available from other state or federal sources.
